TEE USURPATIONS OF THE SENATE. 
. The recent action of the Senate on the 
Tariff bill, in usurping powers committed 
by the Constitution to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, has provoked a solemn rebuke 
rom the latter body. The action of the 
House, in returning the Tariff bill to the 


enate without any legislative vote thereon,

the House, a general Tariff bill. The ques- 
tien ordinarily before the House would be 
om agreeing with the Senate amendment:

action of the Senate as legitimate, returned 
the bill to the latter body with a notice 
that the preparation of a measure of 


that kind belonged exe! usively to the Heuse. 
Another question involving the respective 


powers of the two Houses of Congress is that 


of the aathority of the Executive, inclad- 
ing the President and Senate, to bind the 


House by treaty to make appropriations of 
money from the Treasury. This question 
was agitated inthe first Congress, and the 
House then, even in the days of Washing- 
ton, declared that the sole power to ap- 


_propriate money was vested by the Consti-

‘tution in Congress, and could not be made 


by the President and Senate acting without 
n the House of Kepresenta- 
ves. 

The Senate, in March, 1871, by resolution, 
resorted to the extraordinary proceeding ot 
refusing to act upon any legislative bills 
that had been, ot which might be, sent from 
the House, and made it “disorderly” for 


any Senator to move to take up a House 


bill, or to propose new bills, 

In the debate in the House on returning 
the Senate Tariff vill Without action, the 
popular resentment to the growing usurpa- 
tions of the Senate found strong expres- 
sion. The whole character and composition 


dot that body was thoroughly ventilated. Its 
history was traced to the time when the 


States were sovereignties, and each claimed 
by sight the equal representation that ex- 
isted under the Articles of Confederation. 
The equality of representation of the States, 
and to thatextent of their sovereignty, was 
continued, under the Constitution, in the 
Senate.
